A FAIR VOLUME OF TRADE. 


Some Mills Could Conveniently Handle More Business— 
Storms Have Interfered with Trade— Western 
Trade Improving. 


Unfavorable weather was the chief factor in the mar- 
ket situation last week. Because of the storm the volume 
of business was of course cut down. Besides “reducing 
sales, the heavy rainstorm prevented the making of deliv- 
eries, and in that respect also disturbed the market. Floods 
and washouts caused by the great fall of rain also contrib- 
uted to the disturbance by holding up shipments in many 
lines of traffic. Even goods that had arrived could not be 
carted from many of the docks because of the flooded 
condition of the streets on the water fronts. Tlie net re- 
sult of the storm to the trade has therefore been injurious. 
At this time its effect has been greater than it otherwise 
would have been because of the comparatively light de- 
mand for paper at this season. With the settled weather 
which came on Tuesday the demand improved. Put not- 
withstanding this the general report in regard to business 
is that the market is more quiet than it should be in Octo- 
ber. In writings the tension caused by low water at Hol- 
yoke is now removed. Writings continued strong, never- 
theless, as the demand is very good. It is said in the 
trade, though, that the printers are not very busy. The 
consumption of the regular stock yarieties in writings are 
not in extra strong demand. Orders for special sizes, 
weights and colors are numerous. These bring the sales 
of writings up to the average. In book papers the mar- 
ket continues steady, but not active. The prices on them 
remain unchanged. This week, perhaps, there is a slightly 
firmer tone to the book market because of the flooding of 
a few book paper mills late last week. Then there is a 
feeling in the market that consumers of book papers can- 
not hold back their orders much longer. From now on 
till the first of the year the demand for paper should be 
very good. In view of the fact that purchases have not 
been heavy so far the sellers are hoping for a large busi- 
ness from now till January 1. In manilas the demand 
with the jobbing houses is reported fairly good. The 
heavy fall consumption of wrappings is responsible for 
the movement in manilas. With the mills the situation in 
manilas is somewhat mixed; most of them a:  usy, while 
others are not rushed with orders. No. 2 :anilas are 
scarce, as but few mills will accept orders { hem be- 
cause of the low price at which they are sel. Side 
runs of news are quoted very low by some of the mills. 
Tissues continue very firm, because of the short supply. 
In news paper the demand is growing gradually as the 
season advances. The quotations on news are unchanged. 
The large companies are asking 2% cents, while some of 
the smaller news mills have made quotations as low as 
2.35 cents. Boards are in fair demand at the advanced 
prices.

The demand for paper in all leading grades is good. 
September panned out well, notwithstanding some ap- 
parent dullness. The results of the month’s business were 
satisfactory in the aggregate. The demand for writing 
papers is good, though irregular, it is said. Some of the 
dealers report a good week in this line; others that de- 
mand was dull. Not all the houses note the same tenden- 
cies every week. 

The demand for manilas and express papers, in fact, all 
grades of wrappings, was rather beyond the average last 
week, and those in a position to judge are of the opinion 
that the coming two months will be good ones—may, in- 
deed, set a record in the consumption of wrapping papers. 
The advance orders indicate that the business shows a 
healthy growth, consistent with the other good conditions 
which obtain in the mercantile world. Buyers do not 
seem to be inclined to insist so much upon concessions as 
in some previous years. There is plenty of business, and 
dealers feel they can afford to hold prices stiff. 

Demand on the news paper end of the proposition is 
doing what might be expected at this season. That the 
demand is increasing is evident to anyone connected with 
the market. The metropolitan papers alone are increas- 
ing their consumption, not to mention the new enter- 
prises which from time to time make their demands upon 
the market. 

Book papers are, or seem to be, in a fair position. 
Competition is keen, but it is now more than ever the 
competition which seeks to get the buyer to put on better 
and still better paper. In this sort of rivalry there lies a 
prospect of good business and large returns. The demand 
for the cheap, light papers has not abated any, but better 
stuff is getting a stronger hold. Prices on the leading 
qualities are fairly firm. 

The formation of the Paper Products Company, an- 
nounced in last week’s PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, has caused 
no litthe comment in Chicago. If there is any money for 
anyone in the board business, the Paper Products Com- 
pany ought to be able to get it. Among the matters 
talked about has been the possible effect the formation of 
the new company will have on the stock of the respective 
companies forming the pool.

Miami Valley Business Better. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 12, 1903.—Business partook of 
a brighter hue this week throughout this section, the sea- 
sonable weather seemingly having had some effect upon 
it. There was a more spirited call for nearly all grades 
of papers and an improvement was noted in many quarters. 
“Prices have not as yet taken a decided bound,” explained 
a well known tradesman, “but they are substantial and it 
seem highly probable that a revision of the list will be 
made before long.”” The book men have observed a per- 
ceptible change in business, the volume being greater, and 
prices have assumed a firmness that indicates that some 
good has already resulted from the discussion of affairs 
among the manufacturers in the Middle West. 

The folding box men were not all interested in the meet- 
ing held in New York, it is said, though one concern was 
represented. Some time ago the Dayton men were among 


the leading advocates of the consolidation, and since that 
time, while they have lost no opportunity in advancing the 
interests of the trade, they have taken no active interest in 
any proposed merger. The box board men are keenly alive 
to the interest manifested in their behalf by the Eastern 
makers, and believe that if the policy, as announced, is car 
ried out in its entirety much improvement will be noted in 
that branch of the trade. 

Locally the volume of general business increased not a 
little during the past few days. The gain is approximately 
given as tore than 20 per cent.

Orders Plentiful in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., October 12, 1903.—Although there has 
been no very great change in business conditions during 
the past week, the mills report that orders have been com- 
ing more plentifully than for the previous week or two. 
Several large book orders which have been in prospect 
for some little time have been placed, and others are ex- 
pected to be located shortly. The market for print, fibres 
and wrapping papers also has exhibited a more urgent 
tone.

Record Machinery Shipment. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., October 12, 1903.—The largest single 
shipment of paper mill machinery that ever went out of 
New England left South Lawrence last Tuesday. The 
shipment was made by the J. H. Horne & Sons Company 
and comprised two 136 inch Fourdrinier paper machines. 
The equipment is for the Munising Paper Company, 
Munising, Mich. 

A large number of people gathered at the South Law- 
rence freight yards to see the train pull out. The train 
left about 10 o’clock and was composed of thirty-four fla: 
cars, on which the machinery was placed. The weight of 
the machinery is 500 tons, and the combined weight of 
both cars and machinery is about 1,000 tons. Two en- 
gines of the Boston and Maine Railroad, Nos. 518 and 
516, were detailed to draw this heavy train to Newport, 
Vt., where the Canadian Pacific took the train and for- 
warded it to its destination. The train is special and there 
was no shifting or delay. The entire freight charges 
will be over $4,000, a sum seldom paid for a single ship- 
ment. 

The big order was completed by the J. H. Horne & 
Sons Company in less than sixty days, and the total value 
of the outfit is $120,000. 

Special arrangements were made with the Canadian Pa 
cific Railroad through their Boston agent, H. P. Leslie, 
to have the shipment forwarded with the greatest possi- 
ble celerity. 

The loading of the cars was done with electric cranes 
and the ease in which it can be done is ably illustrated by 
the fact that twelve cars were loaded in five hours on 
Monday. 

The train left Lawrence on the morning of October 6 
and the Messrs. Horne have just been advised that it 
reached Munising on the night of October 9, so that it 
was sent to its destination at almost passenger service 
speed. 

The Messrs. Horne will shortly send a big shipment of 
paper machinery to London, England. 


Damage Suits Against Unions. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 13, 1903.—The Hamilton Repub 
lican News Company, of Hamilton, has brought suit 
against Typographical Union No. 29 and the Co-operative 
Trades and Labor Council and the Nonpareil Printing 
Company for $50,000 damages. The plaintiff claims that it 
has refused to unionize its plant, and that the defendants 
are conspiring to injure its business. Suit to enjoin all 
members of the organizations mentioned from interfering 
with the operation of the company’s plant was also insti- 
tuted, an attempt to boycott the newspaper as well as the 
large job printing establishment conducted by the Republi- 
can News Company being alleged. The company refused 
to employ only members of the labor organization, and 
would not give the latter the right to discharge employees. 
It is especially requested tMat the labor union be restrained 
from picketing any of the patrons and customers of the 
plaintiffs and their places of business for the purpose of 
interfering with the business of the concern. M. V. 


Bally Paper Mill Sold. 

The old paper mill in Douglass, Montgomery County, 
Pa., was sold to Manasses Treichler and Oliver Stengel, of 
Bally, for $2,425. It belonged to the estate of Wm. B. 
Bechtel, deceased, and the assigned estate of A. L. Bechtel. 
The property included 17 acres of land. It is situated on 
the west branch of the Perkiomen and has been a paper 
mill since 1796. At one time it was owned by Dr. T. H. 
Leidy, of Reading, Pa. 
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THREE PAPER PLANTS BURNED. 


Those of W. H. House and the Brookside Paper Company 
in Connecticut—The Richardson Paper Mill 
in Ohio, 





HappaAmM Neck, Conn., October 10, 1903.—A two story 
wooden mill, 104x60 feet, with a 40x40 feet addition, owned 
by William H. House, a paper manufacturer, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire at Haddam Neck, Saturday night last. The 
loss is estimated as between $4,000 and $5,000, with insur- 
ance of $3,000 in the National of England. The mill was 
a new building, and was nearly finished inside; almost 
ready for the placing of machinery for the manufacture 
of paper. Being located in a somewhat secluded spot the 
fire was not known until Sunday morning, even the 
workmen working all night in the other paper mill owned 
by Mr. House and his father, F. A. House, about one- 
quarter of a mile up the stream, not seeing the blaze. As 
there has been no fire in the building, greasy rags or any- 
thing of an inflammable nature the fire is thought to have 
been of an incendiary nature. Mr. House was not aware 
of his loss until his arrival home from New York Sunday 
morning by boat, where he had been to consult with men 
interested in the machinery soon to have been placed in 
the mill. 


Brookside Paper Company’s Stock House Burned. 


SoutH Mancuester, Conn., October 12, 1903.—Fire was 
discovered last Wednesday morning about 5 o’clock in the 
stock house of the Brookside Paper Company by workmen 
employed in the mill, and an alarm was sounded on the 
whistle of the mill. An alarm was also sent in from 
Box 51, calling out hose companies Nos. 5 and 3, and hose 
and ladder company No. 4. No. 5 was first on the scene. 
The fire was confined to the west part of the upper story. 
Three streams were played on the flames. In the upper 
part of the building was stored the raw stock, about 150 
bales. The lower floor was used for a storeroom of fin- 
ished paper and contained many tons. When the fire was 
seen to be making headway a force of men were put to 
work moving the finished stock to other parts of the mill, 
and this escaped much damage. The fire is supposed to 
have started from spontaneous combustion. It was in 
about the same place as the fire in the same building June 
16, 1901. Damage to the amount of about $1,000 was done.

sentative of Tae Parer TrapE JOURNAL is one who has 
spent his life in the paper mill and the paper trade and 
who at the present time is the paper buyer for several 
newspapers and one of the foremost business concerns of 
the country. He has made personal visits of inspection 
to the Soo and is intimately acquainted with former Gen- 
eral Manager Clergue. He prefers that his name be with- 
held, that he may speak more freely both in commendation 
and criticism. 

“Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL threw a significant side- 
light on Lake Superior when it told the story of how on 
a recent visit of inspection Clergue informed the directors 
that the pulp mill was the only thing of its kind in the 
world, that it controlled patents whose benefits no rival 
in the world might enjoy, and that it had the unheard 
of, unmatchable plant which ground wood at one end 
and made paper at the other. There was not one of that 
band of shrewd, sharp business men who knew the first 
thing about paper making, and not one who for a moment 
doubted Clergue’s word. Does he say what is not true? 
Well, I consider him the greatest promoter in the coun- 
try today. Why, that man could tell me things about 
my own family which I knew at the time were absolutely 
without foundation, but could tell them in such a way 
that I would be bound to listen, and after a while would 
begin to believe. I know him personally quite well. To 
me he is simply ‘Frank,’ perhaps, however, not ‘frank,’ 
and he has told me many things which I knew to be 
different, but which unconsciously, I fear, I have come to 
believe. He has the directors absolutely hypnotized 
And yet I sincerely believe that if Frank Clergue had the 
financial opportunities of J. Pierpont Morgan there would 
be no Pierpont Morgan in this country, but there would 
be a Clergue.” 

“Is the pulp plant a money maker?” 

“IT cannot answer the question with a ‘no’ or a ‘yes’ 


merely. Let me in a word tell’you the facts. After his 


fiasco in Boston, where I am told his paper—the kind that 
banks know all about—is still circulating, valuable as a 
curiosity only, he made his way to the Soo. At a glance 


he realized the opportunities there for a pulp mill, and in 
less than no time secured a concession from the Canadian 
Government of 640 square miles of timber land. He him- 
self selected it. That concession by proper treatment is 
capable of supplying wood for the mill indefinitely, 

“Now, the pulp mill was constructed at a tremendous 
cost and a plant was erected capable of developing 40,000 
horse power. Three miles of the Soo rapids are covered 
by the company’s grants on both sides of the stream—at 
Niagara Falls there is only three-quarters of a mile. The 
horse power, for the utilization of which a plant is now 
ready, is capable of running not only the pulp mill but 
of furnishing enough power to be sold for perhaps a hali 
million of dollars a year. 

“The wood costs practically nothing except the cost of 
cutting and shipping, and shipping facilities are good. I 
myself have purchased thousands of cords of this identical 
wood, which then has been floated past the very doors of 
the Superior mill to Lake Erie, where it was ground into 
pulp and money made. With almost free power and free 
wood, how is it possible, if the financial management was 
right, that the pulp mill cannot make money if that same 
wood could be bought and carried to Lake Erie and 
there worked up at a profit? 

“But to return to the question. Possibly 30,000 of the 
40,000 horse power which may be developed by the plant 
now in operation cannot be utilized. There is now no 
purchaser, though a decade hence it will probably be 
eagerly sought after, seeing that the cost of power derived 
from coal is steadily advancing. But the money has been 
invested in the plant and lies there idle. If the pulp mill, 
the pioneer of all the enterprises of the Consolidated Com- 
pany, and the only practical producer today, is expected 
to make enough profit to pay interest on all the capital 
invested at the Soo, then it is losing money, but if it is 
expected to pay only on the money invested in it and 
actually utilized, then it is bound to be a big payer. Look 
at its shipping facilities. During eight months of the year it 
has the lakes and the St.Lawrence. For a trifling sum its 
pulp can be sent to the Fox River Valley. The last time 
I investigated the matter I found that it could ship pulp, 
as it did, to Japan for less than the cost of shipping a 
similar amount from New York to Tacoma. Its vessels 
can load at the pulp plant and go practically to any part 
of the world. Chicago is its great home market for pulp. 
The possibilities indeed are almost bewildering.” 

“Everything else at the Soo radiated from the pulp 
mills; the Tagoma Central Railroad, for instance, which 
connected with the Northern Pacific and some day must 
become a tremendous feeder and money maker, even 
though recently when I went far along the route I saw 
only three habitations of a permanent kind, All the rest 
was virgin forest and lumber camps. When the country 
along the line is developed it cannot help but pay big 
dividends. So with pretty much all else. It will all pay 
big some day. Money was simply shoveled into enter- 
prises ten, twenty or thirty years ahead of the time, and 
it is now all a question of whether this tremendous 
project, absolutely dazzling in its scope and compre- 
hensiveness, can be held together until the time is ripe 
for it to astound the world. 

“Of the financial management—or rather mismanage- 
ment—l have little to say. Everything indicates that 
there was rottenness somewhere. I do not believe that 
Clergue had anything to do with this end of the thing, 
further than that he might have enthused the directors 
beyond the point of good business. But, then, Clergue— 
a man with his presence and tongue, his big ideas and 
his imagination—is capable of doing anything. Short, 
stumpy, red headed, there’s still something about him 
that holds you whether you oppose him or assefit to his 


proposition.”

It was alleged that the com- 
pany committed an act of bankruptcy by making an assign- 
vent on September 15. 

In the Supreme Court at Watertown, N. Y., last week a 
non-suit was granted in the case of Patrick Redmond 
against the International Paper Company on the ground 
that plaintiff's evidence did not show any act of negli- 
gence on the part of the defendant and that the plaintiff 
was himself guilty of contributory negligence. Redmond 
ued to recover $25,000 for injuries received by being 
struck by a stick of pulp wood. 


The American Straw Board Company reports that the 
present fiscal year is the most prosperous that it has en- 
joyed since 1892. It is estimated that the gross earnings 
for the present fiscal period will amount to about $2,800,- 
ooo. The company’s floating debt has been reduced, and 
the total of outstanding bonds amounting to $465,982 is 


being reduced at the rate of $50,000 per year. Of the orig 
inal 60,000 shares of Straw Board only 2,000 are now out- 
standing, the balance having been exchanged for United 
Box Board certificates. 

Fifteen members of the newly formed Folding Box 
Manufacturers’ Association sat down to dinner at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, on Tuesday evening. 
Washouts and the difficulties of travel due to the recent 
storm kept a number of the members at home. The din- 
ner was the first given by the association and was intended 
to promote good fellowship among the competing box 
makers, and at the same time give the members a chance 
to discuss the objects for which the association was formed 
Among the questions that are said to interest the folding 
box manufacturers are: A basis for uniform estimating, 
the matter of credits and the great question of buying sup 
plies to the best advantage. 


Rosin Market, 


The Rosin circular of the C. B. Turton Company, 
New York, dated October 1g, says: 

“During the past two weeks the market has been ad- 
vancing rapidly, and the continued export demand has 
been taking all stocks and receipts obtainable. The 
scarcity of paper makers’ rosin is remarkable, and the po- 
sition is acute and unprecedented. 

“Contracts have been made during the past two weeks 
for November and December at full figures, and it is diffi- 
cult to obtain any supplies for nearby deliveries. 

“We quote at present ex dock or store, New York, pa- 
per makers’ grades as follows: E, $2.90; F, $3; G, $3.10. 

“These prices are nominal, as goods may not be obtain- 
able from the South for some time.”

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THE BOX MAKERS’ STRIKE. 


Trouble in Ten Shops—The Agreement That Employers 
Were Asked to Sign—Why the Signatures 
Were Refused. 





The strike of the union hands in the New York paper 
box factories still continues. This week the trouble has 
spread to two more shops, those of Fred Neff, 967 Green- 
wich street, and Schenk & Schlichte, 22 Jones street. 
The members of the Paper Box Makers’ Union are now 
on strike in ten large paper box factories. In addition to 
those who are out on strike, there are hundreds of men, 
women and girls idle because of the lockout of the union 
hands by the concerns included in the New York Paper 
Box Manufacturers’ Association. Most of the factories 
are running, however, but with reduced forces. This 
means that the demand for boards has fallen off, as the 
average quantity of stock is not being cut up. Consumers 
of boxes .have“also been seriously inconvenienced in not 
getting their orders filled. These consumers, however, 
sympathize with the box manufacturers and have been 
willing to accept any kind of a box out of stock in place 
of their regular kind. The situation is distressing, never- 
theless, as this is the busy season for both the manufac- 
turer and the consumer of paper boxes. 

The real cause of the strikes and lockouts is said to 
be the refusal of the box manufacturers to sign the fol- 
lowing agreement:

“Ruces GovERNING THE UNION LABEL. 
1. To entitle an employer to the use of the American 
Federation of Labor label all employees must be members 
in good standing of unions affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“2. The hours of labor of employees shall not be more 
than nine hours per day, the hours to be set by the union 
and approved by the president of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

“3. The scale of prices adopted by the union shall be 
paid by the employer. The present scale to prevail as 
heretofore. Overtime at time and one-half. 

“4. The union rules shall be faithfully enforced by the 
employer. 





5. The employer shall not receive from the union 
more labels than are sufficient to cover the product for the 
ensuing week. 

“6. The employer shall agree that should he, at any 
time, violate the rules under which the label is issued to 
him, he will not use any more of the union labels, but will 
surrender them to the union or officers of the union, from 
whose hands he received them. 

“7. The employer will not himself, nor permit anyone 
for him, or in his behalf, to have the label of the American 
Federation of Labor imitated, duplicated or counterfeited 
in any way whatsoever. 

“8. That should the employer desire to discontinue the 
use of the label he shall give one week’s notice of the 
same to the duly authorized and accredited officer or rep- 
resentative of the union from whose hands he received the 
label. 

“9. That it is the purpose of the employer, as well as 
the union, to faithfully carry out the above provisions in 
letter as well as in spirit. 

“to. That this agreement shall be binding for a period 
of — months from date, October 1, or longer, unless ter- 
minated in accordance with the notice hereon provided, 
that if either party desires to amend or discontinue this 
agreement, fifteen days’ notice shall be given prior to its 
expiration.” 

Speaking for the Paper Box Manufacturers’ Association, 
Emanuel M. Kaiser, of 150 Nassau street, counsel for that 
organization, said to a representative of THe PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL: “The paper box manufacturers in the 
association, about 100 in all, have refused to sign the 
union agreement, because if they did so they would be 
practically putting the conduct of their business in the 
hands of the Paper Makers’ Union. In fact, under the 
agreement the employers would be merely servants of the 
union, pledged to enforce the union rules. By this form 
of agreement the union fixes the hour of labor, the scale 
of wages and binds the employer to live up to the union 
rules. These rules are interesting. One of them is in 
substance that all matters of dispute shall be left to the 
union for adjustment, the final decision of questions be- 
ing made by the walking delegate. Another union rule 
is that if a member of the union does not pay his union 
dues the employer must pay them or discharge the delin- 
quent. Still another rule is that the walking delegate 
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must have access to the shops at any time for the purpose 
of inspection. Changes ordered by him must be made 
by the employer. Finally, when an employer wishes to 
discharge a unicn man he must first obtain permission of 
the union.” These rules, Mr. Kaiser said, he learned as 
counsel for the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Association of 
New York during the course of a strike in that trade. 

In connection with the strike there is a movement on 
foot to secure the co-operation of the dealers in boards 
and paper box makers’ supplies. The ostensible object 
of this movement is to secure an extension of time for 
those box manufacturers who happen to have bills com 
ing due and are unable to meet all their obligations, and 
to secure such other aid as the supply men may be able to 
give. Another explanation of the effort to interest the 
supply men is that the dealers in boards and other raw 
material have been asked not to sell supplies to those 
concerns that have signed the agreement with the union. 
The officers of the association and its attorney deny that 
any such effort has been made.

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FLOODS IN TWO STATES. 


Jefferson Pewer Company’s Flume Goes Out—Dexter Sul- 
phite Pulp and Paper Company Loses 5,000 Cords of 
Wood, but Regains Most of It. 


Watertown, N. Y., October 13, 1903.—The heavy rains 
the past week caused streams in Northern New York to 
rise to an unusual height for the time of year. ‘Though 
the streams nearly reached high water mark, the damage 
done was not great. A portion of the flume at the Her- 
rings mill of the Jefferson Power Company gave way, 
but the plant will not be seriously hindered. At Dexter 
the booms holding several thousand cords of pulp wood 
owned by the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company 
gave way, and 5,000 cords of wood went over the dams 
and out on Lake Ontario. A large force of men was set 
at work Monday morning, and nearly all the wood will 
be recovered. The breaking of the booms, however, will 
cause the company much trouble and expense. Most of 
the mills in the Black River Valley have been bothered 
to some extent by the high water. B. 





Flood Damage in Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 13, 1903.—A tremendous storm 
during the latter part of last week brought annoyance, 
though little damage, to the Philadelphia trade. The 
Manayunk mills experienced their customary flood, but 
were amply forewarned. A large section of a retaining 
wall for coal at the Nixon mill, however, fell by reason 
of the flooded Schuylkill. The Delaware on Saturday and 
again on Sunday backed through the sewers into Dela- 
ware avenue worse than on any previous occasion during 
the last thirty years. The first floor of E. Bers’ stock 
warehouse received a drenching and a cover of mud, but 
the loss is comparatively small. The Keystone Mill of 
the C. S. Garrett & Son Company was compelled to close 
on Friday, water from the flooded Cobb’s Creek entering 
the wheel pits and boiler house, but just missing by a few 
inches the warehouse. E. R. G.

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KAUKAUNA WATER LITIGATION. 


It Is Probable That the Contestants Will Settle Their Dif- 
ferences—A New Company May Be Organized— 
This Is a Result Much Desired. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., October 12, 1903.—There have been 
reports at various times that the water power troubles at 
Kapkauna were about to be settled. One such report was 
circulated last summer, but proved to be groundless. 
Your correspondent is now informed, however, on most 
trustworthy authority that there is very good ground for 
expectation that within a few weeks, or perhaps less time, 
the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company and the 
Kaukauna Water Power Company, which have been fight- 
ing each other so energetically in the courts for so many 
years past, during which time the water power itself and 
many of the other interests of Kaukauna have languished, 
will get together and agree to a proposition to organize a 
new water power company at Kaukauna, in which each of 
the old companies shall have representation upon some 
basis to be mutually agreed upon. Such a result as this 
would be what Kaukauna has been praying for these many 
years. During the weary years that the matter has been 
in the courts no new industries have been added to Kan- 
kauna, such as her great water power, the largest on the 
river, has entitled her to. The Kaukauna Water Power 
Company has claimed to own the water power on one 
side of the river and the Green Bay and Mississippi Cana! 
Company has claimed to own the water power on both 
sides of the river, and as the companies were made up of 
men with plenty of money and great staying powers, the 
litigation has dragged out to tremendous lengths. It 
seems now, however, to be generally agreed that the 
troubles are most unprofitable and that compromise is the 
need of the hour.

crew, of Manitowoc, Wis., was seriously but not fatally 
hurt. He was struck on the side by’a flying timber, and 
after running 30 or 40 feet fell unconscious. The di- 
gesters in crashing to the floor carried with them many 
of the strong timbers of the building, which was consider- 
ably wrecked. The loss may reach $3,000 or more. A 
portion of the wall fell on the spot where the workmen 
were erecting another and more improved digester. The 
cracking timbers furnished sufficient warning for the 
workmen, who ran to escape the heavy timbers none too 
soon. 

The digesters that fell weighed many tons. The acci- 
dent was due to a collapse of the supports holding up 
one of the old digesters which was removed to give place 
for a new one. One of the digesters under course of 
erection was also damaged. M. V. 


Pulp Mill at Mouth of Jacques Cartier River. 


MontreaL, Canada, October 12, 1903.—‘The region 
around the Jacques Cartier River is one of the finest pulp 
wood districts in the world.” 

This was the observation of H. L. Frank, founder of the 
town of that name in Alberta. 

Mr. Frank has just returned from a trip of inspection 
up the Jacques Cartier River. He was accompanied by 
John Forman, of this city, and Hon. A. E. Spriggs, ex- 
Lieutenant-Governor of Montana. The three are interested 
in certain pulp wood tracts in that district. 

“We went up the river 40 miles from Quebec,” con- 
tinued Mr, Frank. “We own 17,000 acres of black spruce, 
and in addition we have leased 187 square miles of timber 
limits from the Dominion Government. These sections 
were chosen by Mr. Forman. I am satisfied that we will 
have a good business proposition in the development of 
our undertaking. 

“We intend to build a pulp plant at the mouth of the 
Jacques Cartier River, where we own 70 acres of land. 
We will have the best of water power there, and can easily 
float the logs down the river to the mill. We can easily 
get 8,000 horse water power at the mouth of the old 
canal, which joins the Jacques Cartier and St. Lawrence 
rivers. 

“Our new plant, which I believe will only be the first 
of several others in that district, will be favorably sit- 
uated for shipment of pulp, either to England or to the 
United States by way of Lake Champlain.”

FOREIGN NoTEs. 


Hermes & Co., paper makers, of Diisseldorf, Germany, 
recently celebrated their twenty-five years’ jubiiee. An ac- 
count of the gradual development of the firm has been 
published. A donation of 5,000 marks was given to the 
workmen’s fund. , 

Barcelona imported 2,997 tons of pulp for paper making 
during 1902 and 1,599 tons of paper, showing increases 
of 110 tons and 531 tons respectively, compared with the 
imports for the previous year. The exports last year in- 
cluded 224 tons of cigarette paper, as against 225 in the 
previous year; and paper, carboard, &c., 3,097 tons, against 
3,091 tons. 

The building of paper mills is proposed by the Social 
Democratic party, Germany, in order to supply the paper 
required by the Social Democratic press. Paper makers 
are of opinion, however, that it is not by any means cer- 
tain that in this way a real saving will be effected. Many 
publishers know from experience that it is cheaper to buy 
paper in the open market than to make it. 

The steps taken in Austria-Hungary to form a syndicate 
of chemical wood pulp makers .have not progressed very 
satisfactorily. So far negotiations have failed to get the 
support of the Ratimau Chemical Pulp Factory, which was 
purchased by the Neusiedler Paper Mills. The factory 
produces 600 truck loads per annum. Prices are reported 
to be on the average 10 per cent. lower than they were a 
year ago. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory condition of the Austro- 
Hungarian pulp board industry a syndicate arranged for a 
central selling office under the :nanagement of the Vienna 
Bank Verein. Competition, however, is felt owing to the 
sale by outsiders, and prices have fallen off in consequence. 
So far the attempt to bring the outsiders into the syndicate 
has not been successful. The Paper Union also finds that 
market prices are influenced by outsiders. 

Wuhu (China) exported paper in 1902 to the extent of 
3,290 cwts., of the value of £11,295, as against 3,120 cwts. 
valued at £8,742 in the previous year. The imports (na- 
tive goods) included paper fans to the number of 1,655,- 
110 pieces of the value of £2,475 in 1902, while in the pre- 
vious year the returns show 349,466 pieces valued at 
£3,330; paper to the extent of 2,440 cwts. of the value.of 
£6,567, the value in the previous year being £5,290.

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The Victory Patent. 


The result of the litigation in the matter of the Victory 
screen patent affects so large a portion of the industry 
that we print in this issue of Tat Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
the entire text of Judge Ray’s decision.

Early in the year Colonel 
Ockerson, chief of the Liberal Arts Department, addressed 
a circular letter to the trade calling attention to the de- 
sirability of providing such an exhibit, and later Mr. 
Bolles, the superintendent of the department, visited the 
Northwest in an effort to stir up action leading to the 
installation of a paper making plant in the Liberal Arts 
Section of the Exposition. Mr, Bolles, on his travels, 
heard some talk favorable to the plan of having an Ex- 
position paper mill, but when the officials had done all 
within their power and had left the whole matter in the 
hands of the members of the industry, there was little 
enthusiasm shown, and nothing has actually been done. 

Unless the leading paper manufacturers, machine 
builders, &c., bestir themselves and devote considerable 
time and energy to the proposition, there will be no 
Exposition paper mill. 

There should be one. The Exposition is laid out on 
plans more extensive than any heretofore held here, and 
exhibitors in almost all lines have shown a liberal spirit 
and a determination to make their displays most elaborate. 
The paper industry in this country has made great prog- 
ress, not only as compared with its condition ten or 
fifteen years ago but also as compared with the condition 
of the paper industry in other countries. It ranks well 
with the leading industries of this country, while it far 
outstrips its competitors in other lands. Some of its com- 
petitors may deny this, but it is a noteworthy fact that 
they are constantly visiting the mills of this country in 
order to investigate the very latest things in paper 
making. 

We cordially welcome these visitors to our mills. We 
show them every courtesy and supply them with all the 
information that they seek. Why uot, then, make an up 
to date exhibit at St. Louis, so that both our own people 
and our visitors from abroad may see what we are capa- 
ble of doing and are doing in the building of paper mak- 
ing machines ang in the making of paper?

United States paper industry may be proud. Whatever is 
done, however, will have to be done quickly, but if manu 
facturers and builders and supply men will get together 
they can undoubtedly arrange affairs so as to pre 
sent at St. Louis a modern, up to date plant, showing al!

stantial recognition as paper makers and.as paper ma 
chine builders. 

It will be a matter of sincere regret if there is no ex- 
hibit such as is indicated. The probabilities are that there 
will be a considerable display of the product of paper ma 
chinery and of the articles made from that product, but it 
is of importance that the machine itself, with the auxiliary 
equipment that goes with it, should be shown. It remains 
for the leading men in the industry to begin a movement 


that shall accomplish this result.

Suits Against Dayton News Dismissed.

A State statute which is rarely taken 
advantage of was used with the result that James M. Cox, 
publisher of the News, was compelled to give a $150,000 
bond after the property of the publishing company had 
been levied upon and the plant closed until an inventory 
was taken. While it was presumably the aim to compel 
the publisher to suspend operations temporarily, there was 
no interruption whatever. 

Mr. Cox and Mr. Williams each prosecuted the other on 
criminal libel charges, the jury in both cases failing to 
agree.

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ELECTRIC PAPER DRYING PLANT. 


Its Construction—The Invention of a German Engineer— 
The Many Advantages of the New 
System. 





‘There are, no doubt, some men in the paper industry to- 
day who can look back and describe from their own per- 
sonal experience the crude methods for drying ‘paper in 
use when they were young, perhaps even when they were 
learning the trade. Not until 1820 was there a patent is- 
sued for the drying of paper upon a heated roll as it came 
from the wire. Before this idea was put into effect the 
half wet paper was cut into ~heets and dried in the open 
air. In 1822 Donkin made use of a copper cylinder, and in 
1829 he rigged up a gang of five of them, much like the 
dryers in use today. They were heated with steam and the 
first three carried an endless traveler of felt. 

Cast iron cylinders are now in use, and since they are 
heated by steam at from 50 to 75 pounds pressure to the 
square inch, they must be made strong and correspondingly 
heavy. Of these cylinders the number in a dryer depends 
upon the amount of paper to be turned out in twenty-four 
hours. Very large wrought iron cylinders have been con- 
structed, some 10 feet in diameter, and tested to 250 pounds 
pressure, but they are very expensive and no more effective 
than those of cast iron. 

With these, as with the cast iron rolls, the fear of ex- 
plosion and a scalding, if not death, is ever present in the 
minds of those who work around them. Steam is admitted 
to them either singly or run through them in series. 

On all sides heat as well as light is developed from elec-

tricity. Cars and houses are heated by this mysterious 
fluid, the kitchen maid does her ironing with an electrically 
heated sadiron, the household cooking is done in this way, 
and my lady brews her 5 o'clock tea on the parlor table by 
means of the same agent. "Tis but a step to the ironing 
machines of a large laundry, the bosom machines, body 
ironers, and mangles, and finally the huge dryers in the 
paper mill. 

Such an innovation would mean absolute abolition of 
the explosion bugbear, immense saving in weight and cost 
of metal, and a corresponding saving in driving power, 
elimination of all the expensive piping and connections, the 
continued sources of leaks calling for constant packing 
and almost undivided attention, reduced pressure valves, 
condensers, &c., best known to those who have them al- 
ready installed. 

In Erfindungen und Erfahrungen it is stated that an 
engineer, a certain Hans Suter, has made application for a 
patent on an electric dryer. The device consists of an 
electrically heated drying cylinder formed essentially of a 


figi 





cylindrical mantle B, Fig. 1, of which one side is an 
electrically welded smooth outer skin B, the other side 
being the cover C bolted on. 

In order to make the heating space as confined as possi- 
ble a drum D, Fig. 2, is made by two angle iron rings for 
the ends, and joined transversely by bars E; upon these 


bars are carried the porcelain insulators F, to which the 
wires of the resistance coils are attached. The inner wall 
of the drum is composed of a thick sheet of asbestos G, 
laid upon wooden laths H to prevent the escape of the heat 
into the interior. 

The weight of such a cylinder is not to be compared to 
the weight of the cast iron cylinders now in use. The 
heavy ends of the present cylinders, made so to resist the 
pressure of the steam, here give way to much lighter ones, 
to which the hollow trunnions or bearings are bolted, as 
shown in Fig. 3. One of these trunnions is furnished with a 
porcelain sleeve T, through which the wires carry the cur- 
rent to and from the collector K. Of course the collector 
K is fully insulated from the body of the cylinder. This 





collector is exactly like any collector on a dynamo, and 
supplied with two brushes L (Fig. 3), of which one sends 
the current through the coils, the other taking it up again, 
and through its connecting wire passing it on to the cyl- 
inder next in series. The brushes are supported by peculiar 
brush holders which are connected to the cast iron frame. 

There is no difficulty attending the mounting of these 
cylinders, for the heating drum is simply pushed into the 
cylinder and the end screwed on. For greater facility or 
to prevent the rupture of the wires small rollers may be 
fixed to the angle iron rings. Fig. 3 shows an oval which 
is intended to represent a manhole, provided for entrance 
in case any derangement in the wires or connections 
should make inspection or repair necessary. Should any 
of the wires be ruptured or burnt out, the incandescent 
light G will cease to glow, and an investigation will be 





in order. Entrance being had at the manhole, the work- 
man has only to unscrew several of the laths on the inside 
and speedily locate the disturbance. 

When one considers the difficulties attending the re- 
moval of a manhole plate in the other cylinders, first 
waiting to cool down, then working with rusty bolts and 
not infrequently twisting them off, drilling and tapping 
out, new gaskets, &c., it is not difficult to estimate other 
savings than those enumerated above. Fig. 4 shows a 
complete train of nine cylinders, a full grown electric 
dryer. Just below it is shown the wiring scheme, Fig. 8 
Starting from the dynamo the current passes first through 
several glow lamps G, thence to one of the brushes of the 
collector on cylinder A, through its winding back to the 
second brush, through it to the brush of next cylinder, 
and so on to the ninth, when the current returns from the 
last brush to the source. Where steam is used it is not 
possible to vary the heat in the cylinders, a thing easily 
effected with electricity and produced by cutting in or out 
more or fewer of the resistance coils. This is an impor- 
tant advantage, it is believed, in paper making. All wires 
are properly and carefully insulated and run on the insidz 
of the frames to prevent any danger therefrom. 

Though present owners may not see their way clear to 
make such extensive alterations in their plants as an in- 
stallation of electric dryers would demand, new plants 
will not fail to benefit by the more approved device. With 
the more general application of electric power to the run- 
ning of the individual machines instead of the shaft and 
belt system will most inevitably. come the application of 
the same power to the heating of the mill, its tighting and 
the drying of the product. 


Alfred Mudge & Son Fail,

The long established printing firm of Alfred Mudge & 
Son, Incorporated, 24 Franklin street, has failed, and the 
business is now in the hands of Frank D. Allen, receiver, 
who is also receiver of the Central National Bank. The 
assignment was made Wednesday afternoon of last week. 

Receiver Allen has made a statement declaring that the 
liabilities are roughly estimated at $50,000, distributed 
among a large number of small creditors. The Central 
National Bank is the largest creditor—$30,000 for money 
loaned. 

The assets consist of the accounts due to the firm and 
the value of the plant. These accounts range from $2 to 
$2,000, and most of them Mr. Allen considers good. Thé 
plant is scheduled and insured at $70,000, but its value as 
an asset depends entirely upon whether the business will 
continue or not. 

Some of the presses are recent purchases, and the entire 
establishment is considered in first class shape for the 
special kind of business it is able to turn out. 

Creditors representing claims amounting to $40,000 have 
already assented to the assignment, and Mr. Allen is very 
hopeful that he can secure the co-operation of them all, 
with a view to continuing the business of the firm. This 
depends upon an interview Mr. Allen is to have with sev- 
eral of the principal creditors next week, but there is a 
general sentiment that the old firm, which was founded in 
1830, will continue in business. 

Mr. Allen attributes the failure of the firm to incompetent 
management, excessive remuneration and the payment of 
exorbitant interest. 

With competent management, reduction of factory ex 
penses and stopping of the excessive rates of interest, Mr 


Allen is of the opinion that the business could be run at a 
profit.

The following figures show British trade (in paper of 
all sorts) with Bombay, Madras, Bengal and Burmah sep- 
arately, the exports to the Straits Settlements and Ceylon 
being also included:

While Bombay is the principal import centre, the in- 
crease in the value last year, compared with 1898, was 
only 23.7 per cent., whereas the supplies to Bengal show 
a comparative irfcrease of 62 per cent. The value of the 
shipments to Madras last year, compared with five years 
ago, gives an increase of 56.8 per cent.; to Straits Settle- 
ments, 34 per cent., and to Ceylon, nearly 33 per cent.

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THE VICTORY SCREEN PATENT. 


Full Text of the Recent Decision of Judge Ray, of the 
United States Circuit Court fer the Northern 
District of New York. 





There was recently published ~in Tue Paper Trapve 
JouRNAL a synopsis of the decision of Judge Ray, of the 
United States Circuit Court, in the matter of the alleged 
infringement of the patent of Edmund Victory on pulp 
screens. The decision is of such widespread interest that 
there is now given the full text of the decision, so that each 
reader may know the precise language of the court. 

The plaintiff in the case contends that substantially every 
pulp and paper screen now.in use in the United States hav- 
ing separate compartments with separate diaphragm plates 
in the bottom of each compartment, operating by cams for 
rapidly raising and lowering the diaphragm plate, is an in- 
fringement of the Victory patent. The only licensee under 
the patent is the Brownville Iron Works, manufacturers 
of the Gotham screen, Brownville, N. Y.

This is an action at law for the recovery of damages 
alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff by the use by 
defendant of a number of wood pulp screens, manufactured 
and sold to defendant by one Darwin B. Gotham under his 
patents (as he claims) Nos. 511,770 and 530,586, and which 
are alleged to infringe claims one and two of letters patent 
to Edmund Victory, plaintiff's intestate, No. 417,451, dated 
December 17, 1889, application filed April 19, 18869.

with Stetson, Jennings & Russell, of counsel for defendant. 
Ray, District Judge. 

The action was commenced by Edmund Victory, and he 
having died, the suit was continued in the name of his ad- 
ministratrix. The defendant admits the purchase and use 
of eighty-five pulp screening machines, alleged to infringe 
claims 1 and 2 of a patent granted to Edmund Victory, 
No. 417,451, dated December 17, 1889. The defendant is 
not a wood pulp screen manufacturer, but merely owns 
and uses these machines to carry on its pulp business. 

On the final hearing the only defenses relied on were 
non-infringement and that plaintiff's patent is invalid by 
reason of the alleged fact that it is old, was anticipated by 
the Kron patent, No. 315,420, of 1885, and two British pat- 
ents, Miller, No. 3,620, of 1880, and Rogers, No. 4,073, of 
1887. Other patents were in evidence, but no serious claim 
was made that they show anticipation, &c. 

The defendant says that to show anticipation he relies 
particularly on the Kron patent, and that comparing Vic- 
tory’s to Kron’s there is practically no difference, the whole 
arrangement and mode of operation being the same; that 
Kron has a series of two chambers arranged longitudinally 


in a box, whereas Victory has increased the number and 
arranged them laterally in a box; that the operating means 
and connection to the bellows is the same in mode of op- 
eration; but admits that Victory differs from Kron in the 
form of his connecting frame, his flexible bellows, joints 
which are turned at right angles and connected to the edges 
of his plates, and in the form of his flexible packing strips, 
but it is alleged that Gotham has not copied these details. 

On a careful examination of the evidence and of the ex- 
hibits this court is satisfied that the Victory patent was not 
anticipated and shows patentable invention and is valid. 
The presumption is in favor of its validity, and this pre- 
sumption has not been overcome by the evidence. 

Attached to the declaration in this case is the copy of a 
judgment in an action in this court, wherein said Edmund 
Victory was plaintiff and said Darwin B. Gotham was de- 
fendant, and which is as follows:

This action was brought to recover damages for the in- 
fringement of United States Letters Patent No. 417,451, 
issued December 17, 1889. The defendant appeared in said 
action and filed his answer and this court made an order 
on consent of the parties waiving a trial by jury and di- 
recting that the case be tried before the court, the parties 
having submitted all of their proofs, and the case having 
been duly argued in this court by the attorneys and coun- 
sel for the respective parties, and the court having filed its 
decision in favor of the plaintiff and against the defendant 
for $5,000 damages. 

Now, therefore, on motion of Messrs. Risley & Love, 
attorneys for the plaintiff, it is ordered and adjudged as 
follows: 

First—That the plaintiff, Edmund Victory, is the ex- 
clusive owner of United States Letters Patent No. 417,451, 
issued December 17, 1880, to Edmund Victory and Charles 
R. Remington, and of all rights of action for damages for 
the infringement thereof. 

Second—That the said Letters Patent No. 417,451 is a 
good and valid patent in law. 

Third—That the defendant, Darwin B. Gotham, has in- 
fringed claims 1 and 2 of said letters patent by the manu- 
facture and sale of pulp screens, known as the “Gotham 
Pulp Screen.” 

Fourth—It is further ordered, adjudged and decreed 
that the plaintiff, Edmund Victory, do now recover judg- 
ment against the defendant, Darwin B. Gotham, for the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) damages for the 
wrongful manufacture and sale by the said Darwin B. 
Gotham of 100 “Gotham Pulp Screens” and that the plain- 
tiff have execution against the defendant therefor. 

Judgment entered, filed and docketed this 21st day of 
November, 1900, at 2 o’clock and 35 minutes p. m.

This court declines to hold that such judgment is res 
adjudicata as between the parties to this action on any 
— in issue, but decides the case on evidence pro- 

uced, regardless of that judgment. 

The defendant says such judgment and the proof of its 
payment establishes a right in Gotham to sell these ma- 
chines and a right in his vendee to use them. 

That this court declines to hold as such judgment was 
for part infringements of plaintiff's patent by the de- 
fendant in that suit. That judgment established no license 
or right to continue the infringement. 

It appears from the evidence in this case that Victory 


was the first to invent and the first to reduce to practice 
and use a practical screen with a series of separate com- 
partments running crosswise of the screen body, each 
having an outlet sealed with “stuff” to prevent the escap« 
of air, and a series of independently operated bellows 
plates operating in the compartment below the horizon 
tal screens. The utility of the invention has been demon 
strated by large sales, and there is evidence that it dis 
placed all prior types of screens in the manufacture of 
wood pulp paper, thereby increasing production and de- 
creasing expense, and making the only practical screen 
now in use. 

Letters patent secure to an inventor the right to manu- 
facture, for which right Gotham has settled and paid, also 
the right to vend to others to use and the right to use 
the machines, and anyone who infringes any of these 
rights is liable to the owner of the patent for damages 
Birdsall v. Shaliol, 112 U. S., 485. 

This court is of the opinion that claims one and two of 
the patent in question have been infringed by the defendant 
in using the screens purchased by it of Gotham. 

This court is of the opinion that each and every ele- 
ment in both these claims are present and used in the 
construction of the alleged infringing machines, and the 
function of each and every element is performed in the 
same manner by the infringing machine as in the plain- 
tiff’s machines. 

Infringement is not disproved by the fact that there is a 
difference in the drawings in the patent in suit and the 
mode of attaching the bellows joint to the bellows plate. 
Drawings accompanying applications for letters patent 
are hardly ever drawn to the same condition, nor is the 
machine manufactured in the same way precisely as illus- 
trated in the drawings of the patent. Slight and imma- 
terial differences in the making and in the connection 
between parts for accomplishing the end described in the 
patent are permissible. . 

This court finds and holds that the infringing machines 
used by the defendant contain the same elements, per- 
form the same function and secure the same operation 
and result as do the Victory patent. Having arrived at 
this conclusion after an examination of the evidence, the 
exhibits, &c., it is unnecessary for this court in this action 
to enter into a detailed statement of the reasons why it 
arrives at this conclusion. This court is satisfied that as 
to claims one and two alleged to be infringed, the ma- 
chines used by the defendant substantially copy and ap- 
propriate the patent in suit. The slight structural changes 
in the defendant’s machines do not involve a change of 
principle, or of consruction, or of operation 

The structural differences in the defendant’s machines 
as coimpared with the Victory patent, consisting of a 
change in the construction of the flow box and slight 
modifications in the rod or connecting frame and the use 
of a cam instead of an eccentric, are those of structural 
changes without departing in any substantial degree from 
the principles of construction and operation of the plain 
tiff’s machine. 

The plaintiff's contention is the separate compartments 
crosswise of the length of the screen body; screen plates 
over the separate compartments; independent rigid bel-

The United States Board of Appraisers 
has handed down decisions in the follow- 
ing cases: 

Manufactures of paper, from Siegmund 
Kraut, Berlin, April 25 to September 5, 
1903. Papier beutel; entered at 8.25, ad- 
vanced to 8.75 marks per 1,000. Ditto; en- 
tered at 6.95, advanced to 7.95 marks per 
1,000. Discount, 2 per cent. Less consul 
fee and freight. Cases and packing in- 
cluded. 

In deciding a customs protest filed by 
S. Myerson, of Boston, adversely to the 
importer, the Board of Classification of 
the United States General Appraisers held 
that pasteboard made by pasting together 
numerous sheets of paper on board is du- 
tiable under paragraph 407, of the tariff 
act, as a manufacture of paper at the rate 
of 35 per cent. ad valorem. General Ap- 
praiser Fischer in his opinion for the 
board says pasteboard so pasted together 
differs from press board made after the 
manner of making paper by running pulp 
through rollers to the required thickness.

PAPER.—In common with all other lines of business the 
New York paper trade was considerably affected by the 
record breaking rain storm of last week. The volume*of 
new business was cut down, as salesmen and customers 
could not travel because of the heavy downpour. Store 
trade was considerably diminished for the same reason. 
The chief disturbance, however, was in making deliveries 
and in the general tie-up of the transportation companies 
leading out of Jersey City. Floods and washouts were 
numerous on many of the railroads. Repairs, however, 
were soon made, but as passenger traffic has the right of 
way all but perishable freight was held back for a few 
days till the lines got in good working order again. As 
a result of the stagnation in traffic the trade has been busy 
this week making deliveries on last week’s orders and in 
trying to push forward the shipments already made. Be- 
cause of the disturbance due to the storm trade has been 
somewhat unsettled this week. The demand is considered 
a little better, however. But how much of the new business 
represents the orders that should have been booked last 
week it is difficult to say. Mail orders are reported heavy. 
In the various grades the situation remains about the same 
as it was last week. Writings, Tissues and News are in 
good demand and are firm in price. Book papers and 
Manilas are moving and are fairly steady. No. 2 Manilas 
continue weak and in rather poor demand. The quotation 
on the No. 2 is from 2.15c. up. No. 1 Wood Manilas are 
in fair demand at from 2%c. up. Side runs of News are 
being quoted by some of the smaller News mills at very 
low prices indeed. High grade Manilas are in good de- 
mand. Tissues are in strong demand at the old prices. 
The demand for News is growing gradually as the adver- 
tising season advances. In Boards the demand is very fair, 
although of somewhat smaller volume than it should be at 
this season. Buyers of Boards seem to be holding back, 
waiting for further developments in the Board selling com- 
pany project.
